A Hidden Treasure. 


The Kmperor Maximilian, says a Qer- 


man journal, has n chance of digging out 
a hidden treasure. The highly romantic 
story is as follows: When Napoleon I de- 
throned the Bourbons in Spain, the Mexi- 
cans (whoso eyes had been opened by 
Humboldt to tbo fact that they were a na- 
tion of seven millions, subdued by eighty 
thousand Spaniards,) became encouraged 
and throw of tho Spanish yoke. The Vice 
King sent during the revolution, four mil- 
lions of gold pieces, together with other 
numerous treasures to Madrid. 
This hap- 


pened in June, 1808. 
Tho escort was 


attacked by ono hundred men, and massa- 
cred, save ono cavalry officer and a fow of 
his men, who acted in concert with the 
robbers.

ho robbers spread out tho rumor that tho 
whole story of tho robbery was invented 
)y tho Vice King himself, and that ho had 
wrought tho treasures in safety. Tho so 
accused was called to account. 
But tho 


robbers did not enjoy thoir treasure, for 
before the expiration of tho year they killed 
each othor among themselves or were de- 
funct. 
A German traveler named Mullor, 


celebrated by his climbing tho Pio of Ori- 
zaba, learned the secret from tho lips of 
an aged, dying Indian. Tho Imperial 
Government, to whom tho plnco has has 
been pointed out by Mullcr, is now about 
to search for tho treasure, as the historical 
facts seem to justify the truth of tho story.

When Napoleon I de- 
throned the Bourbons m Spam, the Mexi- 
cans (whose eyes had been opened by 
Humboldt to the" fact that they were _a na- 
tion of seven millions, subdued by eighty 
thousand Spaniards,) became encouraged 
and threw of the Spanish yoke. Ihe \ ice 
King sent during the revolution, four mil- 
lions of gold pieces, together with other 
numerous treasures to Madrid. Ihis hap- 
pened in June, 1808.

Tin-remains of the late Hon. X. I'. Tull- 


mndge, Territorial Oovcrnor of Wiscon- 
sin, passed through Chicago lust Friday 
night, en mule for his lute home in Fond 
du Lac, in this State, from .Battle Creek, 
Michigan, whore be expired on Wednes- 
day hif-t, ut tlin residence of u daughter, 
in his 70th year. 


The deceased was u native of Now'Vork 


State, and graduated ut Union College. 
Ho practiced law fur some years at 1'ough- 
kcepsio, wtis then elected State Senator 
for six years, and .subsequently represent- 
ed the Shitw of Xew York for about twelve 
years in the t'hitcd Suites Seiiutu. 
In 


18-18 ho was appointed Governor of tho 
then Territory of Wisconsin, and tattled 
in Fond du Lac, which hn.s ever since been 
his home, though ho spout u great portion 
uf his time in Washington. 


Governor Tallmadgu was originally a 


Democrat, but subsequently aflilmted with 
the Old Lino Whig party. 
He was one of 


those who HUW ut tho outset that tho'cnuso 
of the rebellion was slavery, and lovfed the 
Union better than its parasite. His hist 
reference to political mutters was mudc 
tho day before bodied; he suit! he was sor- 
ry ho could not go home to voto for'Abra- 
ham Lincoln. He was a man of great tal- 
ent, und remarkably well bred in legal 
lore, but neglected his primtict for the 
mure public honors which were showered 
upon him during thu active, period jif 
his 


life. 
In bis later years he IK-CIIUM an ad- 


mirer of tho spiritual philosophy, and ed- 
ited one. or two books on that subji'd.

leaves four daughters und two sou.".'
